RUSSIAN-BRITIOn 
RELATIONS TENSE 


Moscow, Octoker 26.—By the As- 
sociated Pres-.)—Russo-British rela- 
tions have reached an acute phase 
over the publication of the alleged 
Zinovieff letter, which the soviet gov- 
ernment brands as an impudent for- 
gery and an election campaign maneu- 
ver, designed to destroy the Anglo- 
Russian treaty and imperil the pres- 
ent friendly relations between the 
two governments. 

Maxim Litvinoff, assistunt commis- 
sar for foreign affairs lias sent 4 
strong dental ee M. Rakovsky, the 
charge d’affairs in London and M. 
Zinovieff has denounced the whole af- 
fair in no uncertain terms to the 
British trade union congress, char- 
acterizing the document as a “gross 
falsification.” 

Soviet officials here take grave ex- 
ception to the severe language em- 
ployed in the British note and also 
resent the signing of the rote by Mr. 
Gregory, an under official. instead of 
Premier MacDonald. which they re- 
gard as an affront to the dignity of 
the saviet republic. Thev are espe- 
cially irritated at the sentence in the 
British note: “The soviet zovernment 
must say definitely whether it has 
or has not the power to stop such 
propaganda of organizations over 
which it can not exercise control.” 


The British note as published in 
London does not contain the forego- 
ing sentence in the form quoted but 
tells the soviet government that tf 
it has the power to carry ott agree 
ments it ought to do so and if it has 
not the power and if the responsi- 
hilities which belong to the state in 
other countries, are in Russia in the 
keeping of private and irresponsible 
bodies, the seviet government ought 
not to make agreements which it 
knows it can not carry out

By 
contentment I do not mean bein;

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Cheertul Tone in Business 


Feature in Market Circles 


New York, October 26.-—A mod- 
erately cheerful tone wag apparent in 
business and financial circles last 
week. Money remained easy, the se- 
curity markets were steady and in- 
dustrial news was reasonably good. 
Closer approach of the election failed 
to have a disquieting effect. 

The cheapness of money was ex- 
plained partly by a sizeable reduction 
in rediscounts at the federal reserve 
banks. With circulation smaller and 
reserves higher, it was assumed that 
part of the funds called out to finance 
the crop and later summer pick-up in 
industry was being returned. 

With car loadings during the week 
ended October 11 totaling 1,088,000, 
railroad officials were inclined to be- 
lieve that the seasonal peak had been 
reached. The latest figures exceeded 
those for the corresponding week of 
last year and are within 10,000 cars 
of the high record for all time. Grain 
loadings fell off, but those of coal im- 
proved and the movement of general 
merchandise and _ less-than-carload 
freight reached a new top. 

Earnings Encouraging. 

Publication of the first few rail- 
road earnings statements for Septem- 
ber revealed an encouraging situa- 
tion. Although gross revenues were 
slightly lower than last year, net 
income was larger. In September, 
1923, the class-one roads earned 4 1-2 
per cent on the interstate commerce 
commission valuation. 


In the steel industry, the status 
quo is being maintained. Operations 
at the mills, with the rate for the in- 
dustry as a whole, are not far from 
65° per cent of capacity. Buyers still 
maintained a conservative policy and 
prices continued to exhibit an easy 
tone. Considering the change in price- 
basing and election uncertainty, the 
situation showed considerable  sta- 


bility. 
Fine Weather Helps. 
Exceptionally fine weather in the 
agricultural regions, which has per- 
sisted throughout October. brought 
some reactions in grain prices. For- 
eign demand refused to follow up the 
extreme advances which brought out 
reselling and profit-taking. It was 
felt that the reactions left the mar- 
ket in a healthier condition. 


The effect of favorable weather also 
was reflected in the government's 
cotton crop forecast of 12,675,000 
bales. This figure compared with 
12,499,000 given in the October 1 
estimate. Ginnings to October 18 
totaled 7,600,000 bales, about 1,200,- 
OOO bales more than had been ginned 
at the same time last year. On these 
convincing evidences of a large crop 
the prices of the staple dropped 
nearly one cent, with the spot ¢om- 
modity at about 23 cents. The lower 
prices were expected to aid the im- 
provement in textile operations that 
started in August. 


Cotton Ruled by Fears 
Ot Etfects of Report 


New Orleans, October 26.—The cot- 
{on market was ruled last week main- 
ly by fears as to what the govern- 
ent crop report issued right at the 
week-end might show. ‘irading was 
nade up principally of evening-up 
transactions’ in aqdyance of the re- 
rort. Prices consequently fluctuated 
hack and forth within a compara- 
tively narrow range prior to the pub- 
lication of the crop figures at 10 
o'clock Saturday morning. 

During the brief hour remaining 
of Saturday’s short session the mar- 
ket made up for its slow movement 
earlier in the week by violent price 
movements, both the high and low 
points of the week having been made 
within less than a half-hour with a 
spread of 135 points for December, 
the most active trading month. Just 
trior to the rece‘pt of the flash giv- 
ing the bureau’s crop foreeast of 12.- 
S75.000 bales the market advanced 
siuidenly SO points. No satisfactory 
explanation was found for the sud- 
den advance, it being assumed that 
some traders. feeling that the report 
would be bullish, engaged in wild buy- 
ing

Recovery in Bond Prices’ 
Attributed to Easy Money 


New York, October 26.—Moderate 
recovery in bond prices last week was 
attributed to the influence of eusy 
money. With the peak of the crop 
movement passed and commercial bor- 
rowing fairly well stabilized, surplus 
funds again flowed back to Wall street. 
Employment of this idle cash was re- 
flected in renewed accumulation of in- 
vestment securities and a slow but 
steady upward movement in prices. 

Absorption of the German loan and 
several hundred million dollars’ addi- 
tional financing in the early part of 
the month severely taxed the market's 
digestive capacity and offerings were 
withheld last week to provide a short 
breathing spell. As a result the vol- 
ume of .ew bond issues totaled only 
about $65,000,000, compared with 
more than $150,000,000 in the preced- 
ing week. . 
| Offerings Taken. 

The excessive ease with which the 
investment community absorbed nev 
offerings und a flood of inquiries from 
insurance companies for high-grade 
bonds brought indications that the eur- 
rent week. would see a resumption of 
financing on a large scale. Offering 
of a 30,000,000 Swedish lean will 
mark the first important piece of for- 
eign business since the German bonds 
were launched. Other prospective is- 
sues incl de $25,000,000 Brooklyn Ed- 
ison 5s, $10,000,000 to $15,000,000 
Illinois Central Equipment notes and 
perhaps $15,000,000 Central Leather 
bonds. 

Although negotiations for the pro- 
jected French loan still are in nebulous 
form and offering of the issue here is 
not expected until after the elections, 
bankers reported that inquiries for 
the bonds already were beginning to 
pour in. The favorable reception for 
the issue indicated in the Uf.ed States 
is expected to aid the sale of a French 
internal loan, whieh would follow. 

German Bonds Stable. 

Stabilization of the new German 
bonds around 94 reflected the mar- 
ket’s appraisal of the issue at a 2- 
point premium. Fluctuating within 
a narrow range throughout the week, 
the price of the liens showed only a 
fractional net change. 

Trading continued on a heavy scale, 
with tempotiry stimulus derived from 
the high premium established by the 
bonds in London. 2 

Chief trading interest centered in 
railroad securities, which were  fa- 
vorably influenced by encouraging 
September earnings reports and fur- 
er expansion in freight traffie dur- 
ing the second week of October, when 
ear loadings reached the highest level 
of the year. Both high-grade and 
speculative issues shared in the im- 
provement.

All exeept three or four 
of the wardens reported they had nt 
heard of a case of dynamiting this 
season, 

Many suggestions were made by 
the various wardens for the better 
enforcement of the game laws and 
their replies show convincingly that 
these officials are keenly interested 
in the performance of their official 
duties. 

Hunting License Popular. 

The most popular. suggestion was 
an amendment to the law which wou.-d 
require every Lunter, except those 
hunting on their own land, to have 
a license. Under the present law, a 
license is not required for a person 
hunting within the limits of his own 
militia district. ‘Thia, the wardens 
point vut, causes them endless con- 
fusion, many hante-s taking ad- 
vantage of the lovuphole to huni 
promiscuously without a license and 
also working a hardship on the 
thousands who only hunt oceasion- 
ally ‘and are obliged to go beyond 
their militia district to find game. 

Many wardens suggest that the 
season for shoot'ng quail, doves. tur- 
keys, squirrels and other game should 
open at the same time. They call 
dittention to the fact that as soen 
as the squirrel’seuason opens on O- 
tuber 1, hunters. ostensibly after 
squirrels, kill cunil, doves and any 
other available same before the sea- 
son opens. This abuse, allowing the 
unlawful hunter to kill out much of 
the game before the season opens, is 
unfair to the mu: who observes the 
law, it is pointed cut. 

Change in Date Favorcd. 

While the open seusor ‘or doves 
Was recently changed to October 16, 
, to reconcile the state law with the fed- 
eral law, a few wardens have objected 
to this for the reason yiven above, but 
the great majority have ov erwhelming- 
ly indorsed the change. 

Mr. Twitty points out that one of | 
the reasons the last legislature set 
the state open season for doves at Oc- 
tuber 16, the same-as the federal law, 
was because in maty of the north 
Georgia counfies, the doves would all 
have lett the section before the season 
opened, had the date been fixd at No- 
vember 20, as first proposed. 

Another point brought out by sever- 
al of the wardens was the desirability 
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of a law to keep dogs out of the field 
during the hatching season, some of 
them claiming that dogs, in thus prow)- 
ing around the field, destroyed the eggs 
and young birds, and that more birds 
are killed this way and by forest fires 
‘than by any other unlawful means. 
Grand jurors, it is said; are rapidly 
becoming more interested in enforce- 
ment of the game laws and wardens are 
finding less difficulty in securing in- 
dictments fo* game law violations.
